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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argue in essence "Thus, Applicant's 
respectfully submit that neither Walker nor Angelo teaches or suggests a timer configured to indicate a duration of a secure operating 
mode." This has not been found persuasive. Walker teaches a power management system that uses timers to determine when to enter 
certain modes. However, Walker has not explicitly taught the specific modes nor the exact management software for the power saving 
method. Angelo has taught that Intel's system management mode was originally developed for power management (Angelo column 7, 
lines 47-55) and its use has been expanded to security modes, such as encryption (Angelo column 3, lines 34-41). The duration 
indicators were taught by Walker and th secure operating mode was taught by Angelo. 
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
